Fire of u ncertain origin destroy ed 
the beau tifu l cou ntry home of A. P. 
Walker abou t three miles west of the 
city last ev ening at a loss estimated 
at $25,000. Mr. Walker carried $16 ,- 
000 insu rance, $12,000 on the stru c­ 
tu re and $4,000 on 
the 
hou sehold 
goods. 
Scarcely any thing of 
v alu e 
was sav ed with the ex ception of a 
fine piano and a few pieces of fu rni­ 
tu re on the first floor. 
The fire started in the 
sou theast 
gable ju st u nder the roof in (the attic 
and is believ ed to 'hav e 
originated 
either from a gas jet or 
defectiv e 
electric wiring. 
The latter ex plana­ 
tion is believ ed to be the better one as 
it is not thou ght by members of the 
Walker family that the gas jet was 
left bu rning du ring the day when they 
were in the attic packing goods away . 
The fact that the fire started from 
bad wiring is not v ery plau sible as 
there was no electricity in the hou se 
since early y esterday morning. 
The 
electricity for the whole farm i> gen­ 
erated there and the dy namo was not 
tu rned on at all y esterday , with the 
ex ception of a short time y esterday 
morning. 
Mr. Walker is disposed to 
believ e that to be the origin of the 
fire. 
lie say s that the roof might 
hav e cau ght fire y esterday morning 
while the electricity was in the hou se 
and smou ldered along all day u ntil 
last night when it su ddenly broke ou t 
and became v isible. 


The loss is a v ery seriou s one to 
the Jersey cattle importer, not so 
mu ch the real money , bu t coming at 
the time that it does. 
It will be im­ 
possible for him to rebu ild in time for 
his annu al au ction ¡this su mmer, when 
he planned to entertain a nu mber of 
wealthy lniy ers from all parts of the 
United States. 
He stated last night 
that he planned to rebu ild soon, bu t 
that his plans were v ery indefinite as 
y et. 
Mr. Walker declared emphati­ 
cally that the disastrou s fire wou ld 
not interfere with his annu al sale in 
the least. 
Tie said that the bu y ers 
wou ld come ju st the same and that 
lie cou ld find other places to keep 
those whom he had 
inv ited 
to he 
gu ests at his home. 


Mr. Walker had ju st awarded the 
contract for decorating ¡the interior of 
the pretentiou s cou ntry home to L. S. 
Ay res & Company of Indianapolis for 
$1.000. 
They were preparing for the 
decorators all day y esterday and had 
tnke$ all of the hangings and pic­ 
tu res down and carefu lly packed them 
away . That was the occasion for the 
work in the attic y esterday . 
Mrs. 
Walker planWd to go to Indianapolis 
today to be the gu ests of her mother 
u ntil the work was finished and the 
decorators were 
coming to 
work 
Monday . 
Mr. Walker and his gu est, 
Charles Elliner of 
Lake 
Charles, 
Lou isanna, planned to stay in the 
hou se while the decorators were at 
work.

Fire was first discov ered by Mrs. 
Walker shortly after six o’clock Last 
ev ening. 
She had been, o p t to the 


tory to come to this city to attend the 
dinner-dance at the Social clu b. When 
she entered the kitchen, she smelled 
smoke and made a thorou gh ex am­ 
ination. 
Going u pstairs she went to 
the front part of the second floor 
withou t discov ering any flames. 
As 
she came back down the ball, she saw 
smoke issu ing from the 
third ffy or 
down the stairway . 
She foiv nd that 
the black smoke was coming from the 
attic and, fast filling the third floor. 
She ru shed ou t of the hou se scream­ 
ing and attempted to stop a man pass­ 
ing on the road to get him to spread 
the alarm. 
By that time 
the men 
working at the barns and all ov er the 
place had seen <the smoke u truring ou t 
from u nder the roof on all sides of the 
hou se. 
In a few minu tes the neigh­ 
boring farmers began to arriv e from 
all arou nd the cou ntry side. 
It was 
not many minu tes u n'tdl at least one 
(hu ndred men and boy s were there and 
all willing to assist in 
fighting the 
flames. 
There was 
absolu tely 
no 
means to fight the fire with the ex ­ 
ception of a small garden hose with 
which little headway cou ld be made. 
Men wanted to go to the 'third floor 
and attempt to stop the fire with a 
bu cket brigade bu t Mrs. Walker wou ld 
not allow it. She did not want any of 
the men or boy s to endanger 
their 
liv es. 


The crowd 
was 
soon 
carry ing 
hou sehold goods ou t, bu t it *was of 
little u se as the flames spread rapidly . 
1 erv little of ¡the goods and fu rnitu re 
on the first floor ev en were sav ed. A 
fine piano, pu rchased ju st six weeks 
ago at a cost of $9 00 was taken from 
the hou se u nscorched 
and a 
few 
pieces of bedroom 
fu rnitu re 
were 
sav ed. The fire gu tted the interior of 
the bu ilding and it was impossible for 
any one to enter the bu rning 
hou se. 
The blaze spread all ov er the hou se 
long before the walls began to fall and 
the roof cav ed in. 
The hou se was 
bu ilt of brick and cement wihch held 
the* fire in arid kept the blaze confin­ 
ed to the hou se contents which were 
more inflammable. 
Hardly a half hou r had 
passed 
from the time the fire was first dis- 
oov ered u ntil at least 
fiv e 
hu ndred 
people had gathered at the cou ntry 
home. People came from all parts of 
the cou ntry arou nd while most of the 
crowd was people from 
this 
city .

Tod*:/ we combine the story of J oash, 
kinf, of J udah, in last week's lesson 
and in this one. 
He began to reign 
in his sev enth year and reigned forty 
years, doing right in the sight of the 
Lord, while J ehoiada, the priest, in 
strueted him (v erses 1-3), but he did 
not 
destroy 
idolatry 
in 
the 
land. 
Our last good king in J udah was J e- 
hoshaphat, who was succeeded by his 
son J ehoram, his firstborn, who mar­ 
ried a daughter of Ahab and did ev il 
in the sight of the Lord and put to 
death his six brothers. 
He reigued 
only eight years and died a fearful 
death, as the prophet Elijah sent him 
word that he would. 
It is written of 
him that he departed without beiug 
desired (II Chrou. x x i). 
J elioahaz (or Ahaziah), his youngest 
son, succeeded him, all his older broth­ 
ers hav ing been slain by the Syrians. 
He reigned only one year, and his 
mother, Athaliah, was his counselor 
to do wickedly (II Chron. x x ii, 1-4). He 
was slain by J ehu, and when his 
mother knew that he was dead she 
at once proceeded to destroy all the 
seed royal of the house of J udah, but 
J ehosheba (or J ehoshabeath), the wife 
of J ehoiada, the priest, and sister of 
Ahaziah, rescued the infant J oash and 
lild him and his nurse in the house o f 
the Lord six years while Athaliah 
reigned ov er the land (II Iv iugs x i, 1-3; 
II Chron.» x x ii, 10-12). 
Last week’s lesson told Us how, in 
his sev enth year, J ehoiada, the priest, 
arranged to hav e him brought forth, 
anointed, crowned and proclaimed king, 
and made a cov enant between the Lord 
and the king and the people that they 
should be the Lord’s people (x i, 12, 17). 
They broke down the house of Baal 
and his altars and images, slew the 
priest of Baal, and also the wicked 
queen mother Athaliah. So the people 
rejoiced and the city was quiet (x i, 
18-20). 
,We must not confuse our good King 
J oash of J udah with another .Toash, 
king of Israel, who began to reign 
Ov er the ten tribes in the thirty-sev ­ 
enth year of the king of J udah’s reign 
and who departed not_from the sins of 


J eroboam,Hie son of Nabat, who made 
Israel to sin (II Kings x iii, 10-13). 
We 
hav e a key to the heart of today’s les­ 
son in the ex pression, “ The house of 
£ he Lord,” which o ccu rs in o u r lesson 
v erses just twelv e times, if we in­ 
clude v erse 10. 
Inasmuch as the king spent the first 
six years of his life in some part of 
the house of the Lord under the care 
of the priest of the Lord it is the 
most suggestiv e phrase in our lesson, 
and the more so when we remember 
that the kings who reigned at J eru­ 
salem were said to sit on the throne 
of the Lord as king (I Chron. x x ix , 23). 
We cannot think of Israel as a nation 
without a tabernacle or temple as a 
dwelling place for J ehov ah in their 
midst. 
One of the first commands to 
Moses 
after 
the 
deliv erance 
from 
Egypt and the giv ing of the law at 
Sinai was, “ Let them make me a 
sanctuary that I may dwell among 
them” (Ex . x x v , 8). When Cyrus, king 
of Persia, made a proclamation through­ 
out all his kingdom that the J ews 
might return from Babylon he said 
that it was to build the house of the 
Lord Cod of Israel in J erusalem (Ezra 
i, 1-4). 
Ezekiel x l to x lv ili tells of 
the temple that is to be when they 
shall be gathered from all nations nev ­ 
er to be pulled up or scattered any 
more. 
When Israel was numbered it was 
the law that ev ery one, rich and poor, 
should $iv e a half shekel as atonement 
money as a ransom for his soul, and 
this money was to be used in the 
sendee of the Lord (Ex . x x x , 11-16). 
This is probably a part of the money 
referred to in v erse 4 with which they 
were to repair the house of the Lord, 
for the sous of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God and had bestowed the dedicated 
things upon Baalam. 
J oash instructed the priests and the 
Lev ites to go out unto the cities of 
J udah and gather of all Israel money 
to repair the house of the Lord from 
year to year, but this collecting busi­ 
ness did not work any better than it 
does today, and after more than tweu 
ty years the work was not done (v erses 
4-8; II Chron. x x iv , 4-7). 
Then J ehoiada, the priest, took a 
chest, with a hole in the lid, and set 
it beside the altar on the right side as 
one cometh into the house of the Lord, 
and they made a proclamation through 
J udah and J erusalem to bring in the 
offering that Moses had commanded, 
and thus they gathered money in 
abundance, and the workmen wrought, 
and the work was perfected by them 
and they set the house of Got! in his 
state and strengthened it (v erses 9-14; 
II Chron. x x iv , 8-13). 
I hav e personally tried the box at 
the door plan for thank offerings, for 
benefits receiv ed at the serv ices, the 
mone^ to. be riv en to missions to heln 


tell the glad tidings'ToHtiiers, ancT’it 
has worked splendidly. 
It is many a 
long year since I ev er solicited money 
from any one personally or permitted 
any one to go 
o u t colie: ting, and we 
find there is n o n eed o f 
it. Th e wick­ 
edness of J oash, after the death of 
J ehoiada nt the ag e o f 130 y ears, 
and 
his murder of the son of J ehoiada and 
his idolatFy are written in II Chron. 
x x iv . 15-27.

Pra y e r Me e ting Topic For the We e k 
Be ginning April 2 3, 1 91 1 . 
Topic.—Sabbath 
b e n e fits .-I s a. lv iii. 1- 14. 
Edited by R ev . Sh erm an H . D oyle, D. D. 
Too much emphasis cannot be 
p lac e d 
upou the importance and 
n e c e s s it y of 
properly observ ing the Sabbath day. 
The tendency today is to neglect or to 
desecrate it rather than to remember 
it and to keep it holy. 
Many use it as 
a day of pleasure and of recreation, 
while others are engaged in the per­ 
formance of unnecessary work, which 
is directly forbidden by the command 
of God. 
Then, again, there are those 
who, like the J ews to whom Isaiah 
wrote at this time, partially keep the 
Sabbath, but do not dev ote the entire 
day to the purpose for which it was 
intended. 
But under none of these cir­ 
cumstances can the Sabbath be profit­ 
able and beneficial. 
Therefore if we 
desire that the Sabbath should be a 
day of blessing and not of weariness 
we may well study the prophet’s in­ 
junction concerning the observ ance of 
It 
The Sabbath to be rightfully observ ­ 
ed, according to the injunction of Isa­ 
iah, must first of all be treated with 
rev erence. 
This fact is taught in the 
ex pression, “ If thou turn away thy 
foot from the Sabbath—i. e., look upon 
it as sacred and holy as It really it—no 
one will ev er keep the Sabbath as it 
should be kept without first realizing 
its sacredness and manifesting toward 
it a spirit of true rev erence. 
To keep 
it properly we must realize that It Is a 
holy day, a day set apart of God for 
His worship and serv ice and therefore 
different from the other days of the 
week. 
(2) The Sabbath should be a 
day of rest from work of ev ery sort. 
The prophet ex horted the J ews to ab­ 
stain from business on God’s day, 
“ from doing thy pleasure [business] 
on My holy day.” 
It was by busi­ 
ness rather than by pleasure that the 
Sabbath was desecrated at this time. 
After the Sabbath sacrifices had been 
offered secular occupations were en­ 
gaged in with all freedom. 
It is this 
that the prophet condemns, and it is 
just jts contrary to the true observ ance 


of the SabbaTb Gay as It ev er was. 
(3) The Sabbath should be honored 
“ and shalt honor Him,” or rather “ it,” 
for the Sabbath day is referred to. 
This honoring is to be done by our 
not following the ordinary pursuits of 
life upou the Sabbath day, by our not 
doing our own ways, nor finding our 
own pleasures, nor speaking our own' 
words. 
Instead we should do God’s 
ways, seek His pleasure and speak 
words of Him and for Him. 
If we 
follow these injunctions then we shall 
truly delight ourselv es in the Lord, 
find joy and pleasure in His worship 
and in His serv ie’e. 
Is the Sabbath a delight to us? 
Do 
the Sabbath benefits of rest or wor­ 
ship, of Christian fellowship, of oppor­ 
tunities for serv ice, belong to us? 
If 
not the Sabbath should be a delight, 
and these benefits should be ours. 
Moreov er, they may be ours if in the 
true spirit we will “ remember the Sab- 
, bath day to keep it holy.”

county or state conv ention, the send­ 
ing of a delegate to an inspiring Chris- 
' tian Endeav or gathering—all these are 
messengers of the Spirit of God to the 
society, “ Awake, thou that sleepest 
and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall giv e thee light” 
2. The reason for this is that the so­ 
ciety of Christian Endeav or is a dls- 
I tinctly religious society. 
Other organ­ 
izations, when they get sick, die and 
remain dead, because they hav e no 
indwelling source of life. 
Kill a literary society and it remains 
dead for all time. 
You may start an­ 
other, but there are ten chances to one 
that the same society cannot be re­ 
v iv ed. 
Let a society die that is dependent
